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Foreword 


The  Economic  Iron  Works  is  the  corporate  successor  to  the 
L.  Dean  Iron  Works,  the  Willis  Jones  Iron  Works,  the 
Utica  Ornamental  Iron  Works  and  the  Utica  Wire  Works. 

The  first  plant  of  this  nature  in  central  New  York  was  es¬ 
tablished  by  L.  Dean  on  Whitesboro  St.,  Utica,  N.  Y.,  in  1858. 
He  was  succeeded  by  Willis  Jones  about  1890  who  carried  on 
the  business  as  the  Utica  Ornamental  Iron  Works  for  several 
years.  Later  the  Utica  Ornamental  Iron  Works  was  sold  out 
to  the  Economic  Iron  Works,  a  corporation.  In  192.0  a  plant 
was  purchased  on  the  D.  L.  &  W.  Railroad  siding  at  2.645 
Genesee  Street  and  the  scope  of  the  business  considerably  en¬ 
larged.  An  affiliation  with  the  National  Association  of 
Ornamental  Iron,  Wire  &  Bronze  Manufacturers  was  made  in 
192.4  and  in  192.6  the  Utica  Wire  Works  was  purchased  and 
woven  wire  added  to  our  products. 

Every  effort  is  made  to  maintain  our  high  standard  and  keep 
abreast  of  the  development  of  the  art  in  modern  building  con¬ 
struction.  All  types  of  work  are  handled  by  men  of  experi¬ 
ence  and  skill  acquired  through  many  years  of  successful  iron 
production. 

While  the  size  of  the  Catalogue  precludes  showing  every¬ 
thing  within  the  range  of  our  facilities,  we  are  in  hopes  that 
it  will  give  a  fairly  comprehensive  idea  of  our  principal  prod¬ 
ucts.  On  account  of  variety  it  is  impossible  to  carry  designs 
in  stock,  especially  as  the  sizes  of  materials  used  and  the  dimen¬ 
sions  of  each  piece  of  work  differ.  However,  our  equipment 
is  such  that  we  can  fabricate  on  short  notice. 

Due  to  the  above  conditions  we  are  unable  to  quote  prices 
in  our  Catalogue  but  estimates  will  be  cheerfully  given  when 
full  information  is  received. 

Our  terms  are  30  days  net  to  those  having  approved  credit.

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Wire  Guards 

The  standard  for  wire  guards  as  adopted  by  the  National 
Association,  upon  which  all  prices  are  based,  is  made  of  No.  io 
( W.  &  M.)  gauge  wire  woven  in  i Y2  in.  diamond  mesh.  Guards 
required  in  any  other  wire  or  mesh  will  take  a  higher  price. 

Frames  are  made  of  either  1  in.  channel  or  of  %  in.  round 
rods  for  the  standard  but  of  course  can  be  otherwise  if  required. 
All  hinges,  locks,  catches,  clips,  braces,  etc.,  are  extra.

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Gymnasium  windows  require  large  hinged  guards  in  iron  frames 
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A  large  machine  guard  complying  with  State  requirements  which  guarantees  safety  from  injury . 
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Specifications  for  Economic  Steel  Stairs 

Stairs  shall  be  of  standard  wrought  iron  construction  as  de¬ 
tailed  on  the  General  Plan. 

Stringers.  Wall  stringers  shall  be  of  io  in.  channel  iron  or 
G  in  by  io  in.  plate  with  i fq  in.  angles  welded  to  top  and 
bottom  in  channel  form.  Face  stringers  shall  be  F+  in-  by  io  in. 
plate  and  shall  have  rolled  steel  mouldings  top  and  bottom. 

Angles  in  one  piece  for  supporting  treads  and  risers  shall  be 
bolted  to  stringers,  with  countersunk  bolts  in  face  stringer  only. 

Treads  and  Risers  shall  be  No.  12.  gauge  pressed  steel  sec¬ 
tions  with  nosings  and  panels,  bent  to  receive  an  ip2  in.  cement 
or  other  fill,  or  bent  to  receive  slate  treads. 

Landings  shall  be  composed  of  i/g  in.  plate  sub-floor  for 
cement  or  other  fill  or  for  slate  with  tee  iron  supports  approxi¬ 
mately  two  feet  on  centers.  Stringers  may  be  carried  around 
landings  to  form  base. 

Newels  shall  be  of  4  in.  cast  iron,  stock  pattern,  or  4  in. 
steel  tubing,  with  moulded  caps  and  drops. 

Balustrade  shall  be  composed  of  ^  in.  square  straight  pick¬ 
ets  welded  into  1  in.  channels  with  provision  for  attaching 
wood  handrail  by  others.  Handrail  brackets  for  stairs  built 
between  walls  shall  be  of  malleable  iron  attached  to  masonry. 

Facias  with  moulding  the  same  as  on  face  stringers  shall  be 
provided  the  full  depth  of  the  floor  construction  for  all  well 
openings. 

Soffits,  if  exposed,  shall  be  neatly  finished,  or  will  be  plas¬ 
tered. 

Painting  shall  be  one  shop  coat  of  black  or  red.
